Specimen hl was examined and found to be inoperative 
because of its rusty and dirty condition. This weapon was cleaned 
internally. It was then fired. It was found that a cartridge 
could be chambered and fired; however, specimen Kl would not 
extract the cartridge case automatically. It was necessary when 
this weapon was in this condition to pull the bolt back manually 
in order to oxtract the cartridge case. 


Further inspection of specimen K1 revealed that the 
gas cup was missing. A gas cup was obtained from another weapon 
of the same type as specimen K1. This gas cup was screwed into 
the front end of the receiver just above the barrel, Specimen K1 
was then test fired again. It was found to function normally 
in this condition in both singie and full automatic fire.
